G.S.R. 563(E).—In exercise of the powers con- 
feired by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Forest 
(Conservation) Act, 1980 (69 of 1930), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Forest (Conservation) Rules, 1981, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Forest (Con' 
servation) Amendment Rules, 1992.

Provided that all proposals involving forest 
land up to twenty hectares and proposals in¬ 
volving clearing of naturally grown trees in 
forest l ui l of portion thereof for the purpose 
of using it for reaffor station sh ill b; sent to 
the Chief Conservator of Forests/Conservator 
of Forests of the coneernel Regional Office 
of the Ministry of Environment and Forests. ”
